Devastated husband discovers 
woman dying at roadside 
is his own beloved wife 


A good Samaritan who 
stopped to help at the 
scene of a road accident 
discovered the woman 
who lay dying in the road 
was his own wife, a 
Kingston worker. 

James Peters, of Oxshott 
Road, Leatherhead, was on 
his way to pick up his wife 
Susan from work on Friday 
when he came across the 
scene, just yards from where 
he usually picked her up. 

Mr Peters, 61, who is presi¬ 
dent of Twickenham Rugby 
Club and runs his own cen¬ 
tral heating business, said 
he parked and, assuming his 
60-year-old wife had not yet 
arrived, went to see if he 
could help the injured 
woman. 

“There was a lady lying in 
the road and she looked in a 
bad way,” he said. “I was 
kneeling on the floor by a 
man trying to help her as 
they waited for paramedics. 

“I was trying to help him

for about six or seven min¬ 
utes and then someone 
handed me her handbag. I 
recognised it as being my 
wife’s and then recognised 
her clothes. I was totally 
devastated.” 

The couple, who have three 
sons and four grandchil¬ 
dren, had just celebrated 
their 40th wedding anniver¬ 
sary just days earlier. 

“She was a perfect wife, 
she had no faults whatsoev¬ 
er, she never said a bad word 
against anyone,” Mr Peters 
said. “We first met when we 
were teenagers at a party, I 
was 16 and she was 15 and 
we were together since 
then.” 

Mrs Peters had worked for 
Surrey County Council in 
Kingston for 15 years and 
this week her colleagues 
paid tribute to her 

Patricia Greer, the coun¬ 


cil’s strategic director for 
communities, said: “Our 
thoughts and sympathies 
are with Sue’s family and 
relatives at this difficult 
time. 

“Sue was a valued col¬ 
league and a very dear 
friend to many of the team 
at our contact centre, having 
been with the county coun¬ 
cil for 14 years. 

“Sue was a lovely lady, re¬ 
spected and liked by all who 
knew her and we will all 
miss her very much.” 

Mr Peters, who is a magis¬ 
trate in Richmond, added 
that they had only just 
moved to Leatherhead from 
Hampton and were in the 
process of refurbishing 
their £lm home. 

A Surrey Police 
spokeswoman said: “A 25- 
year-old man from Fetcham 
was arrested and has been 
released on police bail until 
November 7 in connection 
with this incident.”

PCTs delay 
sentence a

Both Kingston and Lewisham 
Primary Care Trusts (PCT) 
could be called before the 
courts next week, after it held 
up the sentencing of a mental- 
ly-ill robber for a fourth time. 

Two young victims must 
again wait to see the man who 
attacked them with a bottle 
face justice, after the delay on 
Wednesday, August 13. 

Kingston PCT has become 
embroiled in a financial row 
with Lewisham PCT over who 
should pay for a bed for Marko 
Kontestabile, while the full ex¬ 
tent of his illness is diagnosed, 
the court heard. 

Kontestabile, 21, of no fixed 
abode, admitted attacking and 
robbing medical students Lisa 
Tomkins and Christine Emer¬ 
son on January 10, hitting 
them over the head with a 
glass bottle on a station bridge. 

His sentencing at Southwark 
Crown Court was adjourned 
for the fourth time last week

Judge Geoffrey Rivlin QC 
condemned the squabbling, 
and wrote a letter insisting 
that PCT representatives come 
to court next week to explain 
if the matter is not resolved.

Kontestabile pleaded to 
Judge Rivlin to allow him to 
serve his time in prison, insist¬ 
ing that he was not mentally ill 
and that he wanted to serve his 
time and return to Slovenia.

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Goldsmith ‘breaches 
election funding rules’ 



Environmentalist and 
multi-millionaire Zac Gold¬ 
smith, Tory parliamentary 
candidate for Richmond 
Park, has reportedly fallen 
foul of electoral rules by 
donating £7,000 to the local 
party, despite not being on 
the electoral roll. 

Conservative officials ad¬ 
mitted the breach as an “in¬ 
nocent mistake” and it 
seems likely the money will 
now be forfeited. 

The cash is just a fraction 
of the £90,000 the former 
Ecologist editor has spent 
since being selected to fight 
the seat in March last year. 

The 33-year-old is estimat¬ 
ed to have inherited up to 
£300m from the estate of 
his late father Sir James 
Goldsmith in 1997 and 
hopes to overturn the 3,700 
majority currently held by 
Liberal Democrat Susan 
Kramer. 

The local Conservative as¬ 
sociation said the mistake 
was an administrative error 
due to a delay in adding Mr 
Goldsmith’s name to the 
electoral roll after he 
moved from Kensington and 
Chelsea, and that most of 
the money was used for of¬ 
fices and staff rather than 
publicity material. 

A Conservative spokes¬ 
man said: “As the local can¬ 
didate in Richmond, Zac 
Goldsmith set up his own 
office in the town centre, 
separate to the association 
offices. He covers the cost of 
running this office and em¬ 
ploys two members of staff 
to help him in his work 
dealing with the issues that 
matter to the people of 
Richmond.” 


Patient’s death ‘a mystery’ 


Mystery still surrounds the 
death of a private patient at 
Kingston Hospital, after an in¬ 
quest last week failed to identi¬ 
fy the cause of his death. 

Loic Legrand, 30, was admit¬ 
ted on Saturday, June 23, last 
year complaining of severe leg, 
chest and abdomen pains. 

He was operated on the next 
day to remove his appendix, 
but two days later was found 
dead by a nurse on Coombe 
ward after a cardiac arrest. 

One of the lines of inquiry at 
the inquest was whether there 
had been a misdiagnosis of 
Legrand’s condition.

Mr Legrand’s wife Dr Andrea 
Legrand, a vice-president at 
pharmaceutical company Bris¬ 
tol-Myers Squibb, spoke at the 
inquest held in Fulham only to 
confirm the details of her 
statement, which was not read 
aloud but contained her “com¬ 
plaint”. 

After hearing evidence from 
the surgeon who operated on 
him, the senior staff nurse 
who called the crash team to 
resuscitate him and an expert 
independent pathologist, as 


well as questions from the hos¬ 
pital’s legal team, coroner Ali¬ 
son Thompson said it was still 
not clear what caused his 
death. 

Mr Legrand’s legal counsel 
Susan Freeborn made a last- 
minute plea for the coroner to 
call experts who knew more 
about rhabdomyolysis - a rapid 
breakdown of muscle into the 
bloodstream causing kidney 
failure - often found in victims 
of bombings or earthquakes. 

Mr Legrand, the inquest 
heard, had a cellulitis infection 
in his legs after burning them 
on a motorbike exhaust pipe 


years before. But Mrs Thomp¬ 
son said she had heard all the 
evidence. 

She added: “There are no red 
flag signs here. The evidence is 
simply not there.” 

She returned a verdict of 
death by natural causes for Mr 
Legrand of Schoolhouse Lane, 
Teddington. 

Earlier Peter Wilson, a con¬ 
sultant surgeon at Kingston, 
who operated on the French¬ 
man as a private patient, told 
West London Coroners Court 
his death was completely unex¬ 
pected despite his continued 
pain after surgery.

More fines for drivers, 
says travellers’ group

Parking wardens are giving out 
fewer parking tickets in the bor¬ 
ough, which has been criticised by 
Kingston Area Travellers Associa¬ 
tion (KATA). 

In the past financial year, a total of 
57,312 fines were given to drivers in 
Kingston for illegal parking or driv¬ 
ing in bus lanes, down 13 per cent 
from 66,365 in 2006/07. 

And of all the London boroughs, 
only four gave out less parking tick¬ 
ets than Kingston, including neigh¬ 
bour Sutton, which gave out the 
lowest number. 

While the revelation may please 
many motorists, it has angered 
KATA, which has long-suspected 
that traffic wardens were turning a 
blind eye to pavement parking. 

Group chairman Tony Adams 
said: “Clearly if there’s been a drop 
since last year, are they under direc¬ 
tives not to enforce the law? 

“We have seen lorries parked on 
the footway obstructing it and war¬ 
dens walking around the vehicles

and not giving them a ticket. It is ex¬ 
tremely dangerous. Pedestrians are 
forced to walk in the road.” 

David Bardsley, parking services 
manager at Kingston Council, dis¬ 
missed the claims, and said: “I’m 
not going to tell you that people 
don’t park on the footways but if 
our attendants are walking past 
when they do it they will get a tick¬ 
et.” 

Mr Bardsley put the decrease 
down to more drivers parking legal¬ 


ly in Kingston. 

The traffic wardens work for con¬ 
tractors NCP and do not receive 
commission for tickets issued. But 
they do get a performance-related 
bonus if they patrol the right 
streets and do not make errors.

Pass rate is A grade 
result for students

Southborough High School and 
Hollyfield School recorded massive 
improvements in their A-level 
grades, as the average pass rate 
across the country jumped to 97.2 
per cent. 

At Hollyfield, 22 per cent of 
exams taken were graded A, up 
from 10 per cent last year, while 
Southborough’s result of 10 per 
cent of grades awarded being As 
was a huge improvement for a 
school which had no top grades last 
year. 

Kingston Grammar School 
(KGS), Surbiton High and both Tif¬ 
fin schools once again smashed the 
national averages, with Tiffin 
Girls’ School ranked eighth in the 
country in the submission-based 
tables on the Times newspaper’s 
website. 

Nearly 73 per cent of grades 
awarded at the school were As, a 
vast improvement on last year’s 
already impressive 69.5 per cent. 

KGS recorded its highest ever 
number of A grades in the exams. 

Although more than 53 per cent 
of grades awarded at Tiffin School 
were As, this was down nearly 
4 per cent on last year, while 
Coombe Sixth Form also suffered a 
slight drop of two per cent. 

Give the spectacular amount of A 
grades in the borough, it will come 
as no surprise to hear a huge num¬ 
ber of students will carry on their 
education at either Oxford or Cam¬ 
bridge later this year. 

Former Coombe Sixth Form head 
girl Alaa Eltom fulfilled her 
Oxbridge ambitions by scoring 
A grades in English literature, his¬ 
tory and maths, as well as a B in 
Spanish. 

The 18-year-old from Robin Hood 
Way, Kingston Vale, hopes to go to 
St Catherine’s College, Oxford, to 
read law. 

She said: “I picked the subjects I 
enjoyed but it’s always a challenge 
when you get to examinations.

Miss Eltom also received a con¬ 
gratulations letter from examining 
board AQA after gaining one of the 
top five marks in the country in her

Kingston University’s clearing 
hotline was hit by a deluge of 
calls on Friday from A-level stu¬ 
dents eager to snatch one of the 
few remaining degree course 
places. 

The team of 64 hotline opera¬ 
tors took nearly 2,300 phone 
calls from further education 
hopefuls in the first three hours 
of the hotline going live, with 
thousands more flooding in 
over the past few days. 

Second-year pharmaceutical 
science student Verere 
Oyearone, who fielded calls on 
the day, knows only too well 
what students are going 
through, having been in exactly 
the same position last year. 

The 18-year-old was due to 
study pharmacy at Kingston 
University but just missed the 
marks she needed for the 
course. 

She said: “I was almost certain 
I’d got the grades I needed so 
when I opened my results it was 
a horrible shock. 

“Initially I went into a com¬ 


plete panic and didn’t

ested me.” 

After a calming conversation 
with a student operator and an 
academic, Verere soon discov¬ 
ered that although she had 
missed the grades to do phar¬ 
macy she could enrol on the 
pharmaceutical science degree 
course. 

She said: “I’d advise anyone 
who doesn’t quite get the A- 
level marks they were expecting 
to get on the phones to universi¬ 
ty clearing hotlines and see if 
there are other courses they 
would enjoy. 

“You might even find one that 
would suit you better.”

Travelling the world 
for the perfect shot 


Many creative people do not dis¬ 
cover their muse until later on in 
life. 

“Late bloomers” include Paul 
Gauguin, who said goodbye to his 
career as a stockbroker to take up 
the brush up full-time when well 
into his 30s, and British painter 
Alfred Wallis, who started in his 
60s after the death of his wife. 

So you could say that photogra¬ 
pher and Thames Ditton resident 
Keith Hern, who was in corporate 
sales until four years ago, is in 
good company. 

“I had been in corporate sales for 
years when I got made redun¬ 
dant,” he says. “Then I saw an ex¬ 
hibition by Australian 
photographer Peter Lik and I 
thought it would be awesome to 
make pictures like that.” 

Keith, 50, had always had a pas¬ 
sion for travelling and Peter Lik’s 
beautiful landscape portraits 
opened up the idea that there was 
maybe a more fulfilling life for 
him beyond the competitive world 
of sales. When Keith had another 
career setback, his mind was 
made up to leave his previous 
world behind. 

“I got another job eight months 
later, but got made redundant 
again, so I decided to change,” he 
says. 

After practising his technique 
and getting advice from a photog¬ 
rapher friend, he put on his first 
exhibition at the Cornerhouse in 
Tolworth at the end of 2004. He 
managed to sell some of his pic¬ 
tures and the show’s success en¬ 
couraged him to keep at it. 

It seems to have been a wise deci¬ 
sion. Keith has now won five

awards in a US competition run by 
creativeshake.com as well as 
having his photos included in 
magazines such as London Prop¬ 
erty News, Time and Leisure, the 
Times newspaper and Bradt’s 
travel guide to Zanzibar and Tan¬ 
zania. 

Recently he has also had his 
work displayed at St Pancras and 
Waterloo stations. 

Keith, who was born in Wimble¬ 
don and has lived in Thames Dit¬ 
ton since 1992 admits that it has 
not all been plain sailing. 

“It was a huge drop in earnings,” 
he admits. “I had to sit down with 
my wife and sort it out with her - 
I’m very lucky that my wife has a 
good job without which I wouldn’t 
have been able to do this. 

“It was a huge risk and it still 


is.” 

Another setback occurred when 
Keith discovered that he had 
throat cancer in May 2007. Now, 
after making a full-recovery, he 
has used the experience for his 
next show at Cornerhouse in 
September. 

He said: “There will be small 
print photographs of my throat 
cancer treatment showing things 
like the chemotherapy, the amount 
of medication I was on and the 
hair loss. There will also be a mix¬ 
ture of travel abstracts and local 
photos on display and a rolling 
screen showing my commercial 
stuff.” 

So what does he love about travel 
photography? “I love the places, 
the people, the climate, the food,” 
he explains. “Everybody has pho¬ 
tographed the Manhattan skyline. 
The challenge is to always find a 
different angle or a different 
shot.” 

Now Keith has his sights set on 
more travelling. 

“My wife and I would like to take 
a year out and travel down the 
west coast of the Americas, from 
Canada to Chile. I am also think¬ 
ing of doing some fundraising for 
throat cancer,” he adds. 

But after the excitement, as well 
as the uncertainty of the past few 
years, Keith is now looking for¬ 
ward to his next show. 

Keith’s show at the Cornerhouse 
is open to those attending the One 
Acts plays (eight new plays by 
local writers on alternate nights) 
from September 22 to 27, at 7.45pm.

The cost of sending a child to 
school has risen to £1,077 a 
year, writes Lisa Salmon. 

Rising food prices have in¬ 
creased the cost of school 
meals and packed lunches, 
while petrol prices have made 
the school run more expensive, 
according to a report commis¬ 
sioned by Asda. 

Parents now typically spend 
7.8 per cent more on schooling 
their children than in 1998. 

But as they’d still have to be 
fed and ferried around if they 


were at home, it’s not school¬ 
ing that’s got more expensive - 
just life. 

• Letters to parents telling 
them if their child has a 
weight problem will not con¬ 
tain the word ‘obese’. 

While the Department of 
Health now wants all primary 
care trusts to automatically 
tell parents their child’s height 
and weight, ministers say the 
heaviest children should be 
referred to as ‘very over¬ 
weight’, as people find the 


word ‘obese’ highly offensive. 

Anti-obesity campaigners 
have branded the move ‘namby 
pamby’. 

• Some 45 per cent of chil¬ 
dren eligible for free school 
meals failed to get a GCSE at 
grade C or better in 2006/07, 
compared to 24 per cent of 
pupils generally. 

Such children were 193 times 
more likely to leave school 
without a GCSE at a good 
grade than to stay on and gain 
three As at A-level. 


• Children would rather 
travel abroad than spend a day 
at the British seaside. 

A poll commissioned by 
Travelodge found 53 per cent 
of children would prefer to 
go on a foreign holiday than 
stay in the UK, and one in 10 
had never visited a British 
beach. 

Children might prefer to go 
abroad, but did the poll ask 
them if they knew how much 
foreign holidays cost their par¬ 
ents?

50s au pair reunited 
with child after plea

A former au pair is due to be 
reunited with the child she cared 
for more than 50 years ago, thanks 
to the Kingston Guardian. 

Belgian Renee Van Langhendon¬ 
ck, 76, came to Wimbledon in 1952 
to look after seven-month-old 
Victoria Bonner. She soon formed 
a close friendship with the girl’s 
family, who lived just off Wimble¬ 
don Common, but lost contact 25 
years ago. 

However, she is now back in 
touch with Victoria - a married 
mother of three living in Cobham. 

Madame Van Langhendonck, 
who lives in Brussels, first made 
a plea for information about 
the Bonners on the website of 
Wimbledon Park Residents’ 
Association. 

But she initially had no luck 
tracking down the family, who 
moved to Surrey just a few years 
after Victoria was born. 

The au pair first visited the 
Bonners in April 1952 for six 
months. The trip was arranged 
by a local college, which had links 
to a similar establishment in 
Belgium. 

She said: “I felt so happy during 
my stay and, even if the start was 
sometimes difficult, we soon 
became like a family. I did not 
even take my weekly day off and 
stayed with them instead.” 

By the end of her first visit, 
the 19-year-old had been a guest 
of honour at Jack Bonner’s annu¬ 
al golf club dinner and was taken 
on a two-week holiday to stay 
with the family’s relatives in 
Canterbury. 

In the following years, Mme Van 


Langhendonck visited the family 
on numerous occasions and was a 
guest at Victoria’s wedding to 
Richard Westley in 1973. 

In the early 1980s, she lost 
contact with the Bonners. Jack 
died more than 10 years ago, 
followed by Diana in 2003. 


But last week, the Kingston 
Guardian tracked down Richard 
and Victoria, who now live in 
Stoke Row, Cobham. 

Mme Van Langhendonck has 
exchanged emails with the family 
and they hope to arrange a face-to- 
face meeting soon.

A proposed sporting venue has 
been shown the red card by resi¬ 
dents, who are furious at the im¬ 
pact it could have on traffic. 

Concerned members of Kingston 
Vale Residents’ Association 
(KVRA) rallied against the 
planned Robin Hood Way Goals 
soccer centre, featuring 10 all- 
weather five-a-side pitches, a full- 
size turf pitch and parking for 84 
cars, which they said will see the 
return of the jams which used to 
plague nearby roads. 

The group protested at the pro¬ 
posed site, formerly the home of 
Old Bevonians Rugby Club, on 
Monday, August 18, to express 
their fears over the scheme and 
draw attention to the array of ani¬ 
mal life that calls the overgrown 
site home. 

KVRA chairman Gordon Foster 
said: “That much extra traffic 
every hour will affect Kingston 
Vale, mainly Robin Hood Way, 
Robin Hood Lane and Derwent Av¬ 
enue, and the cars we managed to 
clear from the road through time 
restrictions will be back. 

“Buses are already having a job 
to get through, and with more traf¬ 
fic going against the flow it’s just 
going to get worse.” 

Mr Foster batted away talk of 
nimbyism on the part of KVRA, 
and said residents would be happy 
with a sports facility on the site as 
long as it benefited the community. 


He said: “A lot of people have 
said it would be nice to have a 
sports facility there and maybe 
some gardens, but it has to be 
something in keeping with the 
area. 

“The allotments are keen on ex¬ 


tending, and we’d love to see ten¬ 
nis courts or something in here, 
but not a commercial venture 
where we’re getting 80 people 
every hour coming in and out.”

Eye on shoppers’ safety 


How did you get into the 
job? 

I went travelling around the 
world for nine months and ar¬ 
rived back in England skint. 

I started in the security of¬ 
fice at the Bentall Centre and 
climbed the ladder from there. 

Is being in charge of secu¬ 
rity for such a big shopping 
centre a daunting task? 

It is daunting but it is made 
easier by the team under¬ 
neath you. I’ve got 100 per cent 
confidence in the team here 
and we all work really well to¬ 
gether. 

There are 15 of us and seven 
or eight at any one time in the 
centre and staff training is of 
paramount importance. 


What training do you do? 

All security officers have out 
in-house AAA training which 
addresses availability, appear¬ 
ance and attitude. 

They are Security Industry 
Authority trained, which 
teaches conflict management. 

What are your day-to-day 
duties? 

Each officer will be allocated 
certain duties or an area every 
day 

Our main job is to be visible 
for members of the public who 
may need assistance, patrol 
the malls looking for anything 
obvious that may be dangerous 
to the customers and deter 
shoplifters. 

When we do have incidents 


such as shoplifters, we try and 
be low key You won’t see us 
rushing around; we don’t want 
the public to be alarmed. 

What has been your most 
memorable incident at the 
centre? 

When a lady gave birth in the 
building. 

The hospital sent her home 
as she wasn’t ready to give 
birth, so she’d come shopping 
and gone into labour on one of 
our spiral staircases. 

I was the only one in the 
team with kids so everyone 
looked at me as if I knew how 
to give birth. 

We got some screens and 
blankets and just as the 
paramedics arrived, she gave 


birth in the centre. 

How have the security needs 
of the centre changed and 
what procedures are in 
place in case of a terrorism 
alert? 

We like to think we’re at the 
forefront of keeping up-to-date 
with our procedures. 

The checks we do are already 
classed as critical level, the 
same as if we’d had a direct 
threat. 

We think if you let the bar 
slip even for a moment, you’ll 
never get those high standards 
back. 

We want to provide a safe en¬ 
vironment at the centre so we 
have to keep ahead of the 
game.

The Genesis Housing 
Group, which operates all 
over London, is chaired by 
the managing director of 
the Royal Bank of Canada 
(Europe), and has an ac¬ 
countant as its managing di¬ 
rector. 

Its board of directors con¬ 
sists of three more bankers, 
two more accountants, two 
surveyors and an older lady. 
There are no tenants here. 

This sets the tone for an or¬ 
ganisation which has never 
had a universal and inde¬ 
pendently run tenants satis¬ 
faction survey. 

It has crossed names of 
tenants off the ballot papers 
for election to a subsidiary 
board, has a complaints pro¬ 
cess which is valueless and 
which subscribes to the 
Housing Ombudsman Ser¬ 
vice which is worth less 
than a chocolate teapot. 

Board minutes, agenda pa¬ 
pers, committee minutes 
and even the Annual Gener¬ 
al Meetings are held in se¬ 
cret. Why? We don’t know. 
There may be a reason; after 
all, one of their subsidiaries 
went to the wall in the year 
2000. 

I have had no heating for 
eight years since the pipes 
are not lagged under the 
floor and the cost is ruinous. 

But that is deemed good 
enough since they judge that 
if I applied for legal aid the 
case would not be seen as of 
sufficient urgency for their 
limited funds.

A wheelie good day out 


Transport buffs or any London¬ 
er interested in the capital’s 
past are in for a rare treat on 
Bank Holiday Monday when 
Cobham Bus Museum throws 
open its doors for an Open Day. 

The museum, normally closed 
to the public, will be staging one 
of its popular days where the 
relics will be dusted down, fired 
up, and giving rides. 

Organiser Colin Borg sheds 
some light on the museum’s 
past: 

“It really all started about 20 
years ago. 

“There was a group of enthusi¬ 
asts who were collecting buses. 

“They were looking for some¬ 
where to keep their buses safe - 
there was no real thought of 
turning it into a museum.” 

But after housing the vehicles 
in a warehouse, which interest¬ 
ingly provided the wings for 
Wellington bombers in 
its previous guise, 
the idea sprang to 
mind. 

And Borg 
reveals the col¬ 
lection has 
grown rapidly 
through the 
years. 

He adds: 

“We have 
about 20

tractions because, when you 
get to the red buses from the 
1930s, there is very little dif¬ 
ference from the double- 
deckers of the 60s.” 

The museum has linked up 
with Great Cockrow minia¬ 
ture railway for the open 
day, with rides running back 
and forth to Weybridge 
Station throughout the day. 

And Borg is urging resi¬ 
dents to take advantage of 
this rare look at London’s 
‘home of bus heritage’. 


Borg adds: “This is the only 
chance that locals have to 
come to the museum on their 
own terms. 

“But, more importantly, they 
have a chance to ride the 
buses. 

“We do not believe in keeping 
these locked up in the muse¬ 
um. 

“They belong on the road and 
that is where they really come 
to life.”

High-bred hybrid

Road testing cars does confer cer¬ 
tain benefits. 

The ability to receive a vehicle 
brim full of fuel and return it a 
week later running on fumes is one 
and this tends to engender a rather 
detached view when it comes to fuel 
economy and emissions. 

What it doesn’t divorce us from is 
the disapproving looks from many 
drivers when a big, luxury 4x4 
hoves into view. The Lexus RX has 
long been one of the less overblown 
luxury 4x4s and when fitted with a 
hybrid engine, it’s a truck with an 


environmental conscience. 

Prices start at £35,810, with plush¬ 
er SR, SE and SE-L variants offered 
respectively at £37,510, £39,650 and 
£44,330. That’s a premium of just 
under £4,500 over a standard petrol- 
powered RX350. The fuel economy 
and range of the RX400h means that 
it’ll average around 450 miles on a 
single fill up. 

On unfamiliar roads or in freez¬ 
ing weather that sort of conve¬ 
nience is a real bonus. Lexus quote 
a combined fuel economy figure of 
34.9mpg, by far the lowest of any 


petrol powered luxury 4x4. 

Generating a healthy 272bhp, the 
RX400h has jet heels, getting to 
60mph in just 7.4 seconds. The 3.3- 
litre V6 petrol engine under the 
bonnet isn’t anything ground 
breaking, but Lexus has also engi¬ 
neered a pair of high-torque elec¬ 
tric motors positioned front and 
rear that can either assist the petrol 
engine during acceleration or re¬ 
place it altogether at start up or low 
to mid-range speeds. 

Moreover, during deceleration 
and under braking, the engine 


switches off and both the electric 
motors act as high-output genera¬ 
tors, driven by all four wheels. 

Quicker, more economical, clean¬ 
er and more convenient than the 
RX350, the RX400h looks like a win¬ 
ner. With pricing that’s competitive, 
it’s almost a no-brainer and the lack 
of a diesel engine in the RX line up 
may no longer be an issue. 

This technology is maturing fast 
and will soon be in mainstream 
cars. 

The future isn’t looking so bad 
after all.

You won't find these models hard to spot 
as the unique and rather vivid Colorado Red 
paintwork is topped off with a full che¬ 
quered-flag roof decal. It's that other throw¬ 
back to motoring days past, BMW's new 
MINI, that has helped re-popularise the 
personalisation of small cars with exterior 
graphics, and the current Fiesta is one of a 
number of rival models to get in on 
the act. 

The range-topping Fiesta ST is available 
with roof stripes that evoke the famous liv¬ 
ery of the 1960s Ford GT40 racecars and the 
Zetec S Red has its black and white checks. 

Equipment levels are particularly gener¬ 
ous given that the special Zetec S Red ele¬ 
ments come in addition to the items found 
on the standard Zetec-S, which itself is no 
pauper. There's dark privacy glass on the 
rear windows, while panther black paint

features on the door mirrors, door handles, 
bodyside mouldings, roof spoiler and tail¬ 
gate handle, all adding to the stylish look. 
Also standard are a Quickclear heated front 
windscreen, ebony leather seats, 16-inch 
alloy wheels, air conditioning and heated 
electrically-operated door mirrors. 

The asking price for all this is £13,000 
which, according to Ford, gives the Fiesta 
Zetec Red edition over £1,000 of free equip¬ 
ment. The red bodywork and chequered 
roof won't be to everyone's taste but that 
price tag and the fact that only 400 of these 
special Fiesta models will be available 
should prove a strong draw. 

Though the standard Fiesta Zetec S is 
available with a choice of petrol and diesel 
powerplants, Ford is only offering the Zetec 
S Red with the petrol option. The 16-valve 
1.6-litre engine is certainly no ball of fire 
but it's enough to render the Fiesta a warm 
hatchling. Ford claims a sprint to 60mph in 
9.9 seconds and a top speed of 114mph and 
we wouldn't argue with such figures.

Volkswagen could well be onto a winner 
with the latest Scirocco. It’s good looking, 
benefits from access to some great en¬ 
gines and is solidly built. A whole genera¬ 
tion of 30 and 40-something nostalgists 
will also love to own the car they were too 
young for first time round. 

Key to the advances made by the Sciroc¬ 
co are new dynamic aids. All models fea¬ 
ture advanced adaptive chassis control 
offering three driver-selected settings - 
comfort, normal and sport. The system’s 
influence extends to the steering system: 
should ‘sport’ be selected, the steering 
firms up to provide more feel while ‘com¬ 
fort’ mode makes the steering lighter and 
easier to operate at low speeds or around 
town. 

The Scirocco’s sharp dynamics are 
linked to a range of powerful yet efficient 
petrol and diesel engines. Launch models 
(which cost £20,940) get a 2.0-litre TSI 
four-cylinder engine, developing 200 PS 
and driving through the front wheels via 
a choice of six-speed manual or six-speed 
DSG gearboxes. The importers have 
planned for two trim levels - standard 
and ‘GT’. You can also talk to your dealer 
about a 1.4-litre TSI 160PS petrol version 
or a 2.0-litre TDI common rail diesel 
model with 140PS and a combined econo¬ 
my of around 52 mpg. 

Inside the car, there’s a lot to grab the 
interest. A contoured, flat-bottomed 
sports steering wheel frames dials that 
glow white at night. The interior is airy 
and light, and the option of an electrical¬ 
ly-operated panoramic sunroof further 
emphasises the feeling of spaciousness.

There’s a reasonably wide boot aperture 
which opens up 292 litres of luggage 
space. Fold the split rear seats down and 
you’ve got 755 litres. The Scirocco fea¬ 
tures four, individual sculpted seats fin¬ 
ished in a choice of either cloth or 
leather. The sports seats aren’t just re¬ 
stricted to those up front - the contoured 
rear seats feature integrated headrests to 
offer plenty of support. Proportions for 
the new Scirocco are classically short, 
low and wide although it has needed to 
run on existing Golf mechanicals. The 
vehicle measures 4,256 mm long, 1,404 
mm high and 1,810 mm wide. 

A comprehensive range of safety fea¬ 
tures is fitted to the Scirocco as standard.

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New car road test Ford Focus ECOnetic 


Drag 

stripped 

By Steve Walker 

Until somebody invents a car that 
runs on sea water or Liquorice All¬ 
sorts, the world's car makers look 
destined to wrestle with the big envi¬ 
ronment issue. While men in white 
coats beaver away behind the scenes 
on next generation clean propulsion 
technologies, models like Ford's 
Focus ECOnetic attempt to push the 
limits of what can be achieved with 
the good old internal combustion en¬ 
gine. 

Sensibly, the Ford Focus ECOnetic 
takes the most economical engine in 
the Focus range as its starting point. 
The 1.6-litre TDCi diesel engine is an 
advanced unit that's been available 
to Focus buyers for some time. It fea¬ 
tures mod cons like a common-rail 
multipoint fuel injection system, a 
variable geometry turbocharger, a 
dual mass flywheel and a transient 
torque over boost function which 
means it's fairly close to the cutting 
edge for 1.6-litre 4-cylinder diesels. 
The Ford engineers haven't tinkered 
with the engine to produce the ECO¬ 
netic model so it's the same as you'd 
get in a less green Focus. 

There's a choice of power outputs 
so buyers pick either the 89bhp ver¬ 
sion or get 108bhp and a diesel par¬ 
ticulate filter. With the 108bhp 
model, you still get a powerful 
240Nm of torque at l,750rpm that 
rises to 260Nm with the benefit of 


over boost. The 0-60mph sprint takes 
10.9s and top speed is 117mph. It 
means there's no straight line perfor¬ 
mance penalty for the green benefits 
the ECOnetic delivers. 

So the engine is mechanically stan¬ 
dard and there's no electronic trick¬ 
ery going on behind the scenes. How 
can the Focus ECOnetic achieve its 
sparkling environmental perfor¬ 
mance? The answer is largely based 
around aerodynamics. Ford has 
taken the latest Focus shape, distin¬ 


guishable by its trapezoidal air in¬ 
take in the front bumper and elon¬ 
gated headlamps, and set about 
making it as slippery as a Teflon 
coated banana skin. The car rides 
10mm lower at the front and 8mm 
lower at the rear. The under bumper 
skirt is reprofiled, blanking plates 
are inserted at the inside edges of 
the air-intake and there's a rear 
spoiler too. 

These small measures help the 
ECOnetic achieve a drag coefficient 


of 0.31 meaning the engine has to 
work less hard to move the ECOnetic 
along. 

The modifications present on the 
Focus ECOnetic boil down to com¬ 
bined fuel economy of 65mpg for the 
108bhp car, accompanied by emis¬ 
sions of 115g/km. These figures are 
competitive with some of the most 
environmentally-friendly cars on the 
market including petrol/electric hy¬ 
brids. Not bad for a Focus with a 
body kit.

The Mitsubishi Shogun offers the 
best compromise between on-road 
refinement and off-road ability that 
you will find anywhere. Certainly, 
the Shogun is a more than compe¬ 
tent tool in the rough stuff. It uses 
an AWC all-wheel control system, 
which works in tandem with Mit¬ 
subishi’s Super Select 4 II transfer 
case. Using a centre differential

To give an idea of how quick 
off the mark this car is, a long 
wheelbase manual will accelerate 
to 60mph in 12.1 seconds and hit a 
top speed of llOmph. 

Three door short or five-door long 
wheelbase models are offered. 
Chassis rigidity has been improved

by increasing the number of key 
spot welds on the monocoque, addi¬ 
tional structural adhesives and a 
greater use of high tensile steel, 
while there has also been an in¬ 
crease in the amount of anti-corro¬ 
sive zinc plating. 

It’s properly big too, at least in 
long wheel base guise. This is 4.9m 
long, 1.9m wide and 1.9m high, so 
you’ll need a garage with a fair 
amount of headroom, especially if 
you fit a roof box for ski trips. Mit¬ 
subishi’s innovative ‘Hide & Seat’ 
system quickly converts the long 
wheelbase car from a five to a 
seven-seater, with two seats that 
fold from a flat boot floor to create a 
third row complete with integrated 
head rests. 

As well as the option of three or 
five doors, Shogun buyers have the 
choice of a four model line-up - the 
familiar Equippe, Warrior and Ele¬ 
gance variants as well as a new lux¬ 
ury Diamond range-topper. As 
always, the Shogun comes packed 
with an array of standard safety 
and luxury equipment. All models 
come with ASTC active stability 
and traction control, alarm and 
keyless entry, climate control, twin 
front, side and curtain airbags, 
ABS anti-lock brakes backed up by 
EBD electronic brakeforce distri¬ 
bution and 17inch alloy wheels fit¬ 
ted as standard. 

The list of standard features may 
be much longer but pricing for the 
Shogun remains tight, emphasis¬ 
ing Mitsubishi Motors value-for- 
money policy. Prices range from 
£22,649 for the three-door Equippe 
model through to £34,699 for the 
five-door Diamond variant.

The 25-year-old hit 91 as the 
Brown Caps beat Northampton¬ 
shire by 63 runs to move up to 
fifth in the table on Sunday - the 
same day his side were securing 
a dream Lord’s final date in the 
National Knockout Cup. 

Walters has plundered runs in 
the second team since recover¬ 
ing from injury, but has strug¬ 
gled to replicate that form in 
head coach Alan Butcher’s first 
choice 11. 

Surrey piled up 268-6 in their 
innings before three wickets 
from South African debutant 
Robert Frylink helped 
Butcher’s men to a much- 
needed victory. 

They are still yet to register a 
win in the Liverpool Victoria 
County Championship Division 
One and are in dire relegation 
trouble after last week’s draw at 
Somerset - which featured an 
unbeaten double century from 
Mark Ramprakash. 

But Walters, who was on 12th 
man duty for England in the 
final Test at the Oval last week, 
reckons Sunday’s triumph 
could be the start of a revival 
from Surrey as they bid to beat 
the drop. 

“I have felt really good all year 
but it is one of those things that 
hasn’t happened for me,” he 
said. 

“I’ve played a lot of one day 
cricket and haven’t played an 
innings like that so it was nice 
to get that off my back. 
Hopefully, it can be the start of 
something for me and the team. 

“I can only look forward to the 
next game, put my skills out 
there and, hopefully, post 
another big score.”
